WHO KILLED RUDOLF OF 


AUSTRIA? ,. 


'•PHE proverbial'."luck of the Hops- 
•*• burgs"—a synonym for 111 fortune 
rather than good—manifested Itself iu 
a number of ways during the long 
reign of Frans-Josef; late emperor of 
Austria-Hungary, but none of the oc- 
currences were more startling or mys- 
terious than those connected with . 
the sudden death of Iludolf, crown 
prince of the realm and favorite son 
of Franz-Josef. 


Married to the Princess Stephanie; 


daughter of Leopold II, king of the 
fielglans, Iluilolf was far from happy 
In his marital relations, 
and com- 


paratively short time had elapsed af- 
ter his marriage when he attempted 
to Induce his wife to secure a divorce 
In order [hat ifo might marry Maria 
Vetsera, a beautiful young baroness 
with whom he was madly In love. 
Franz-Joseph, however, sternly for-, 
bade all thought of divorce and, Ru- 
dolf announced that he was prepared 
to renounce all his title and marry the 
Baroness Vetsera In spile of parental 
objections. This was recalled vividly 
•when, only a few months later, there 
occurred the "Meyerllng tragedy." 


Late 'In .January, 
1808, 
Kudolf 


ataged a uuy house part}- at the castle 
of Meyerllng, some hvolve'miles from 
Vienna. Among the guests was the 
Baroness Maria Vetsera and gossip 
concerning her affair with tho crown 
prince ran high, finally breaking with 
a clash when, on the morning of Jan- 
ua>y 30, Itudolfs valet entered his mas- 
ter's bed chamber and found the crown 
prince dead and, beslSe him, the bofly 
of the beautiful' baroness. 


The first ofllclol report slated ftat 


the crown prince had died of apoplexy 
but, as hli ftifgM physiqUs and «: 
centloiml health were 
well known 


throughout the court circles of Europe 
this statement -was received with a' 
smile and much shrugging of shoul- 
ders, following mils there came a 
flood of rumors':and supposedly "au- 
ther.llc" accounts ef the tragedy, some 
of which slated'that the baroness had 
killed herself In despair and 'that iRu- 
<lolf lind committed.suicide when he 
found'her boujyothere telllng-'ot an al- 
leged suicide pact between 'the lovers 
and still- others "hinting at complicity 
on the part of certain court officials 
who lud beeii'Instructeditoiput* stop 
to the Intlmnoy between the'baroness 
and the crowtl 'prince "at any cost." 


A fourth-stoc.v, which galnediobusld- 


«rjible credence :tra.the continent, was 
connected wlth-a.former aonce-o'f the

SAVED JYJABBIT 


Miner Tells of Miraculous Escape 


From Death.

This true story of the aliuosi mi- 


raculous rescue of a' man Imprisoned 
in the shm'i of a lend mine was told 
to the writer, Cora Cole McCullough, 
by a member of her family. We quote 
It.from Our Dumb Animals (lioston), 
says tlie Literary Digest: 


Many years ago I was living In Mon- 


tana.-; A smeller had been built and it 
created a demand for silver rock. 1 
owned an Interest In a lead mine that 
had teen sunk over thirty feet. Think- 
ing the iln:e had come to make It 
available, I decided to go there and 
get some ore and have It tested. 1 did 
so, and reached the place Just In time 
to take'shelter In the mine from a 
terrible hall storm.

A road ran' past the 
mouth of the shaft, but It was not 
traveled much, and I was not likely 
to attract tUemlon by Ailing.

: thai Hue, and I knew by the way he 
was prilling that he was making a 
desperate effort to escape. Soon the 
tugging-ceased,-and »s I knew ,that 
gnawing m-as one-of a rabbit's ac'com- 
BlMm«<^, I ihsijitu h£ Lad gnawed 
himself :loose. AbSul three hours nf- 
terwardil felt the line pull, and .-some 
one CiilleoV I trletl to answer, bnt the 
feeble noise I mado died away In ithe 
cavern. II then pulled the line * illttlo 
to show -that I wna still alive. All 
grow stlii again, and I knew Ui« per- 
son had '.gone for assistance.

Care- 
ful design and a complete plan are et- 
lentlal to good results hi drainage- 
which, if Installed under, these condi- 
tions, Is an inexpensive and permanent 
Insurance of crops against drouth as 
well as against excessive rainfall." 


Most Michigan Soils to 


Be Tested for Acidity 


In accordance with the plans of the 


soils department of the Michigan Agrl- 
cnllural college, most of the soils In 
the state will be tested for acidity dur- 
ing the next few years. Prof. C. H. 
Epnrway, of the' department, has de- 
veloped a process of testing by which 
a few drops of a special solution on a 
small quantity of soil placed on a 
piece of waxed paper will reveal ef- 
fectively the acidity of the soil and 
Its lime requirements. As the proper 
amount of lime In the soil Is the key- 
note of profitable farming this simpli- 
fied t««t will have far-reaching effect.
